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om NOTES OF THE WEEK. 
THE SELIGMAN-HILTON AFFAIR. 


If we refer to the incident called by the American press the Seligman- 


Hilton affair, and which has created in the States such an extra- 
ordinary sensation, it is because, we believe, it involves a moral and 
we may derive some useful lesson from it. Mr. Joseph Seligman, of 


in American society. He is, we are assured, a man of high culture and his 


Jewish religious notions sit rather loosely about him, as manifested by the part — 


he takes in the Ethical Culture movement, in which, we are told, he is a leading 


member. Yet, despite all this, he is excluded from an hotel simply because the 


decree has gone forth not to admit any Jew. Now, what does this mean? It 
simply brings out prominently what every attentive student of Jewish history 
had discovered long ago, that the unreasoning antagonism to Jews, which not 
rarely manifests itself where least suspected, is composed of two distinct con- 
stituents, which may or may not be combined, and which if combined, may be 
of equal or unequal potency; and that to the operation of either or both 


of them are due all those, more or less, overt manifestations of opposi- 


tion to Jews appearing under a great variety of disguises. These two 


elements are religious and racial antipathy. The origin of the religious 


antipathy is patent enough. The existence of Judaism is a great humiliation 
to Christianity and a stumbling block in its onward career. The latter inces- 
santly appeals to the former for its credentials in the eyes of the world, yet 
Judaism as often denies their authenticity. 
gation which intrudes after each of the statements so confidently made by 
Christianity. It is the mother who disowns the supposed daughter. The racial 
antipathy is not so easily explained. To discover it the stream of history must 
be traced very high up to its source. Incidentally and briefly this has been 
attempted in our leading article of last week. Now, it is this dualism of the 
sources of antipathy which has been overlooked hy those who, not deeply rooted 
in Jewish soil, are so often swept away from it. Persons, whom their Jewish 
parents, either from indifference to the ancestral religion or from thoughtlesness 
in general, failed duly to impress with the importance of Israel’s duties and the 
sacredness of Israel’s mission, in’after-life but too often yield to temptation, think- 
ing that they haveremoved all obstacles in the way to assimilation with the general 
population and overcome all prejudices when they have cast aside all ancestral 
customs and practices, have broken all ties of fellowship with their people, and have 
in everything affected Gentile habits and modes of thinking. These persons but 
too often make their reckoning without their host. There may be no religious 
antipathy to them, but the racial one yet remains. Take for instance Meyerbeer 
and Felix Bartholdy Mendelssohn. Of these two most distinguished composers 
the former had carefully divested himself of everything Jewish that might cling 
to him from his descent. He hardly ever met a member of his race. He 
pointedly declined to compose any music that might have served to extol 
synagogal worship. His two daughters he gave in marriage to Christians. 
Nothing remained to his people but his corpse, which was allowed to be buried 
in their cemetery. Mendelssohn had not even Jewish parents. His father had 
embraced Christianity long before he married, and his mother was by birth and 
edzcation a Christian. He himself was reared in the Christian religion, and 
never, during his life, showed the least interest for his father’s race. Yet when 
Wagner, the composer—he of the music of the future—began to criticise 
these two masters, believing that he could not raise himself unless he lowered 
them, his poisoned shafts were at least as pointedly directed at their descent 
as at their productions. Judaism in music was his befe noire, He knew that his 


censure would find a powerful echo in racial antipathy. Again, take Lord 


Beaconsfield. Have the opponents of his policy for one moment pardoned 
him his Jewish descent? Have not such historians as Freeman, and 


such journals as the Spectator, taunted him with his descent and 


sought on this account to excite against him all kinds of suspicion? 
But the most striking account of the tenacity of this racial antipathy is given 
in an American sheet containing a very interesting autobiographical sketch 
proceeding from the pen of one who, although highly cultured and brought up 
in the Christian religion, yet considers bis baptism a mistake, since it was 


unable to free him from the annoyance. and drawbacks attaching to his Jewish 


descent. The writer of the sketch, a descendant of a highly cultivated, 


respectable, and rich German Jewish family, was baptised when yet at school 


by the desire of his father, as he wanted to remove from the path of his children 


all the difficulties which then obstructed the career of a Jew. After giving a 


_ 8ketch of his chequered life as a Christian, he continues, “had I been brought 


up a Jew I should, most probably, have married the daughter of some wealthy 


_ Frankfort Jew, been rid of all anxieties to seck a livelihood, and found in her 


family a powerful support. For my social disabilities as a Jew, 1 should have 
found ample compensation in the esteem in which culture is held by the Jews, 


in the intimacy of Jewish family life and in the closeness of these ties. If I had 


been poor, I should never have been allowed to sink down to that wretched con- 


dition of poverty in which you only see'the Christian poor. Nor has my baptism | 


protected me from the insinuations and taunts to which my Jewish features expose 
me.” Racial antipathy which the waters of baptism were unable to wash away 


evidently pursued him throughout his whole career. Now, we do not wish 


for one moment to imply that Mr. Joseph Seligman, who was £0 grossly insulted, 
has either severed his connection with his people, or has in any way estranged 
himself from them. On the contrary, we believe he is azealous member of the reform 
Congregation to which he belongs, is munificent to Jewish charities and personally 


active in several of them. But he has, undoubtedly, placed himself far beyond

New York, it is admitted on all hands, holds a pre-eminent position — | 


the line of demarcation separating orthodoxy from reform by the countenance 


given by him to the Ethical Culture Society, whose lecturer has taken up a 
position not only out of the pale of Judaism, but even out of the sphere of 
theism. And now for the moral of the tale. Let those parents beware who 
bring up their children in an un-Jewish atmosphere, keep out from their minds 
Jewish associations, and allow them to contract habits and take up ideas which 


tend to estrange them from ancestral customs, practices and views. — 
When grown-up they will lose all the advantages which intense Jewish — 


family feeling and close ties of kindred secure, as well as the happiness derivable 


from the practice of venerable endeared rites and the warm religious sentiment — 


which has at its root the consciousness of oneness uniqne in its kind in a history 
unparalleled in edification, sublimity, fertility in high aspirations overflowing 
with the -sweetest hopes, and will hardly find any compensation for the injury 


sustained in the uncongenial alien relations in which they will find themselves — 
placed. And when their enemies shall taunt them with their Jewish descent, 


the points of the arrows will not be bent by the protecting shield formed by the 


conviction that this very taunt is an earnest of the glory to come, lf honesty — 


be the best policy, a Jew, if not from conviction certainly from expediency, 
should remain faithful to his Judaism. 


_ THE SOBBOTNIKI (KEEPERS OF THE SABBATH) IN RUSSIA, | 
Those not acquainted with the religious movements of Russia in the second 


| half of the fifteenth and the beginning of the sixteenth century may well be 
surprised at the intelligence that the inhabitants of several villages near Waro- 


nesh betray Jewish proclivities. But students of the history of the Muscovite 
Empire know well enough that Judaism counts among the general population 
many secret sympathisers who at one time exercised a considerable influence even 
in the highest circles and among the clergy. Sternberg in his “ History of the 
Jews of Poland” describes a religious movement, strengthened by four Lithuanian 
Jews, whose leaders under the ruler John Wassilyewitsh in 1480 won the good-will 
of this prince, and this to such a degree, that one of them, Alexius, was appointed 
chief priest at tke Church “ Ascension of Mary,” at: Moscow, and the other 
Dionysius received the same oflice in the same city at “the Archangel 
Michael.”” These two men, in the full enjoyment of the confidence of the Prince, 


| propagated their Jewish views on all sides, and with the greatest success, 
_ and even converted the Prince’s daughter-in-law to their ideas. Many of the 


converts of all classes even submitted to the rite of circumcision. We cannot 
follow the course of this most interesting movement. Suffice it that it was at 


last stifled in blood by the Church, as were all similar movements throughout 


Christendom. The lead in this crusade took Archbishop Genadji, who succeeded 


| in gaining over the confessor of the Prince. It is, however, quite evident that 


the fury of the Church did not succeed in altogether stamping out this ‘“ Jewish 
pestilence.” Jt appears that many proselytes, under the guise of conformity, 


escaped the persecution and secretly transmitted their doctrines to their children, 


hoping that the day would come when they might be enabled to throw off the 
mask. <A well-informed Russian gentleman once told us that he estimated the 
number of the several Judaising sects in the interior of Russia, who were never 
allowed to come into contact with Jews, at about a million, and he believed that 
one day they would openly profess their religion. Now and then there have been 
outbreaks of these secret religious convictions, and some individuals, more fervent 
or imprudent than others, have expiated with their lives the rashness of their 
profession. At Wilna a Polish count, we believe, of the name of Potocky, was burnt 
alive towards the close of the seventeenth century, the crime of Judaising having 


been brought home to him, and a century later a lady, eighty years of age, of ; 


a good social position, courageously mounted the pile at Cracow, as she didnot deny 
her Jewish convictions. It is well known that something similar occurred very 
lately in Transylvania, where most of the inhabitants of three villages, who had 
been considered as good Christians, openly professed Judaism, which they said 
had been secretly practised by their fathers ever since the middle of the sixteenth 
century, having been converted by a nobleman, to whom the estate belonged, 
and who in his turn was gained for Judaism by his wife, who was a Jewess by 
birth, education and feeling. This religious movement towards Judaism, which 
was suppressed with such difficulty in Russia, may account for the severity of 
the law enacted both against proselytisers and proselytes. Russia, if we except 
Spain, is, we believe, now the only country in Christendom in which conversion 
to Judaism is strictly prohibited, and which punishes transgressors with greater 
rigor than any criminale, not even murderers excepted. aa

monument in his native city. Very likely, it is thought that the house itself is 


its best monument. Frankfort may with justice say of him, “Si monumentum vis — 
cireumspice.” The memory of the second has, we believe, long ago been per- 
~ petuated by a statue in his native city. The statue of the last, so a correspon- 


dent informs us, has very lately been raised. So two of the three great men who 
have shed lustre on Frankfort are Jews. What a profound significancy has this 
statue! Whatarevulsion of feeling does it betoken, and what noble revenge does it 
represent upon J ew-hating and Jew-devouring Franktort of less thanacentury ago ! 


It is the same Frankfort in which less than a century ago the meanest street urchin | 


had a right to exact from the most honourable Jew marks of deference on his 
calling out “Jew Mach mores”’ (show good breeding?). It is the same Frankfort 
which through the Prince Primas sold to the Jews for hard cash their civil rights, 
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and then onthe overthrow of the Napoleonic régime, cooly abrogated those rights, 
without, however, paying back the purchase-moncy. It isthe same Frankfort which 
braved and snubbed emperors and princes rather th.n repeal any of those barbarous 
laws which it had enacted against the Jews. It is this Frankfort which now 
perpetuates the memory of one of its native Jews, whom it deprived of some 


petty public office which he held when it recevered its autonomy, and was able to 
indulge again in its spite against the Jewish race. Its bigotry drove him 
out of his native city; and he took his revenge; not upon Frankfort but upon. 


those who had fostered and patronised this intolerance, who had made Germany 
the hotbed of political and religious fanaticism, who trampled under foot every 
higher aspiration, and held the whole nation fettered in the chains of intellectual 
and spiritual thraldom. He struck not at the chains but at those who had 


forged them. In due time every ruler in Germany trembled on his throne. The | 


blows struck by the Frankfort Jew, Lib Baruch and his coadjutors, at the tyrants 
who kept the nationin mental servitude, and the Jews in the lowest and most fright- 


- ful cell of the material jail, in which pined away some of the highest and noblest 


martyrs—these vigorous blows in time resounded through all the regions of the 


Fatherland. The blows continued ever louder, ever more vigorously. At last 


the doors flew open. Out stepped liberty, and conducted by it came forth the 


German Jews. Lib Baruch thou hast nobly revenged thy race upon its— 


persecutors. Thou hast loved much. Thy apostacy even is forgiven thee. . 


MORMONISM. 


“There are few sects,” observes a contemporary, “ which appear to be more | 


successful in making proselytes, than the Mormons. Four hundred Mormoyp 
converts, mainly Scandinavians, left Liverpool the other day for New York, and 
about 186 Mormons, principally Scotch and Welsh, left New York for Salt Lake 
City.” Now these batches of converts evidently represent the latest fruits of 
the spiritual harvest gathered in by the Saints. They are drawn from a com- 
paratively small area, in which Protestantism is firmly established. It is known 


that the Mormons have to pay annually a tithe of their earnings to the Church,» 


and if they are poor, have to save up sufticient to enable them to perform the 
journey to the distant West. Nor are these converts always ignorant, and 
belorging to the lowest social strata. There are, occasionally, among them 


well-informed and well-to-do. persons, and even instructed women, from whom | 


it is not concealed that if they marry a Saint they must expect at any moment 
the introduction of a rival to their husband’s affection. Now compare the 


numerical results of the Saint’s labours among Gentiles baptised and brought up 


in the Christian religion, with the fruits of the Christian missionary exertions, 
among the Jews all over the globe. In what year have these ever resulted in 
tle conversion of 186 Jews? And have these converts ever had to assist in 
supporting the Church and her priesthood, or have not rather Church, priesthood, 
and laity had to tax themselves for the benefit of these saved saints ? How 
Joosely must Christianity sit about many of its sons and daughters, if they can 
be so easily moved to shake it off. and how firmly, on the other hand, must 
Judaism have ingrained itself in the souls of its professors, since it takes so 
much labor and so much treasure to pull off their backs the wretched religious 
rags in which even the poorest among them have wrapped theinselves. Surely 
the ease with which such a trampery creed as Mormonism gains over Christians 
in crowds, while it hardly finds one single follower among Jews, although it 
approaches much nearer the Old than the New Testament, is pregnant with an 
important lesson, which should not be lost sight of by our neighbours, especially 
conversionists. How is it, we repeat, that a religion, the falschoods of which 


~ are bare-faced, the origin of which has been clearly traced to fraud and decep- 


tion, some of whose leaders have been convicted of foul murders, while others 
cannot be acquitted of moral participation in this crime, yet can find so many 
adherents among the followers of a faith boasting to be the essence of spirituality, 
enlightenment and morality, while Judaism, the so-called inferior religion, pur- 
blind and carnal, with a veil over the heart, simply laughs to scorn this new reve- 
lation, and for which even the most ignorant Jew would only have a contemptuous 
smile as a reply to the Mormon conversionists ? We unhesitatingly answer that 


this is the consequence of some of the unsound doctrines taught by Christianity, | 


but spurned by Judaism, which, while they predispose the Christian mind to the 
acceptance of even the most. extravagant tenets, steel the soul of the Jew 
against any sich teaching.

 servient courts of justice, and to whom it was nevertheless vouchsafed to usher in 
the reformation in devout Christian England. What argument can the priest urge 


in reply to the reasoning of the Latter-day Saints? Hence the brazen-faced Mor- 
mon with his appeal to auihority, external evidence and faith carries the day, and 
hundreds of baptised Christians follow him annually to Salt Lake City. And here 
it is where the strength of Judaism lies, precisely where the weakness of Chris- 
tianity is conspicuous. “God is not a man that He should lie, or a son of Adam 
that He should repent,” says the Jew. ' The revelation given is once and for all 
and for good. There may be development but not negation, there may be progress 
but not denial. He resists Mormonism just on the same ground as he resists 
Christianity or Mahometanism. God does not repeal what He has once established 
for ever. If He did He would cease to be a truthful God, a God to be trusted. 


He would sink down to the level of a weak, fickle mortal. Such a god would 


not be worth worshipping. Mankind could do very well without such an 
unreliable god. Sush a god would be far from perfection. Such a god could 


never have been taught by Moses and the prophets. Such a god has surely 


never been preached by Jesus and his immediate disciples. Such a god can 


only have been the production of the carnal minds of idolatrous Egypt and 


Deatu or Mr. Sruon Joseru.—On Sunday last Mr. Simon Joseph died at 
his residence at Kennington. The deceased was for some years a Warden of 
the Borough Synagogue, in the erection of which he took a prominent and active 
part.

HAND-IN-HAND AsyLumM.—A general court of the subscribers to the Hand- 
in-Hand Asylum, Wellclose Square, was held on Sunday last at the offices of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians, Devonshire Square; Mr. John Harris, Vice- 
President, in the chair.

After some consi- 
deration, the Committee had come to the conclusion to recommend the removal 
of the Asylum to a desirable building in Well Street, Hackney, which would— 
after suitable alterations—-be well adapted for the purposes of the Asylum. The 
freehold of the building had been purchased forthe sum of £865. A Building 
Committee was formed for the purpose of supcrintending the carrying out of 
the necessary alterations at the new premises. The following were appointed 
trustees of the property : Messrs. Manuel Castello, George Cohen, John Harris, 
and Salomon Pool. The meeting haviug expressed approval of the course 
pursued by the Committee, the proceedings concluded with a vote of thanks to 
the chair. |

(now in the Swansea Workhouse) naturally belong, in order that they may be 
exiricated from the dangerous position in which they are placed, ere it be too

The great-grandfathers of the poor children are Mr. Stall, Pawnbroker, of 
Treherbert, and Mr. Joseph Barnett, Shipowner, Grove Place, Swansea. There 
are also two great uncles, viz.: Mr. Henry Barnett, Shipowner, Pawnbroker, 
and Movey-lender, of Heathfield-street, Swansea ; and Mr. Louis Barnett, of Char- 
lotte Street and Bute Street, Cardiff, who has loan oflices in different parts of 
Evgland and Wales ; so you will perceive that they are men of good position ; 
in fact, the three latter are the most wealthy of the Jewish population of South 
Wales. I may also mention that they are men well learned in Hebrew, and 
who profess to be strictly religious. There is little time to be lost, as the chil- 
dren are now of an age when they easily imbibe impressions implanted in them.

THE Nortu LONDON SYNAGOGUE AND Mr, LEVIN LeK.—Mr. Levin Lee writes | 


to us, requesting us to insert at length a letter forwarded by him to the Warden of 
the North London Synagogue, in which he explains his reasons for withholding his 
signature, as a Trustee of the property of the Synagogue, from the memorandum of 
agreement, for the transfer of the property of the Synagogue to the United Syna- 
gogue. Although these reasons have been previously set forth in our columns in 
per some time ago at the request. of Mr. Lee, yet we feel it our 
duty to afford Mr. Lee a further opportunity of explaining those reasons. We do so 
in the hope that as Mr. Lee has now had full opportunity of testifying his thorough 
conscientiousness in this matter, he will yet find it compatible with his duty as a faith- 
ful Trustee of the North London Synagogue to carry out the wishes of a majority of the 
members of the congregation, and individually help to bring to a happy conclusion the 


admission of the North London Synagogue within the United Synagogue. Mr. Lee— 


says: “I have after deliberate consideration arrived at the conclusion that until the 
complete fulfilment of the conditions of the Trust Deed, it would be a breach of the 

duties undertaken by me as a trustee to attach my signature to any such document. 
Firstly, I would suggest that the uncovered land (on which is the notice ‘Site for 
the North London Jewish Schools’) should have buildings erected upon it, including 
suitable school-rooms, taking into consideration that a large proportion of the dona- 
tions to the Building Fund, which was denominated ‘ A Fund for the Building of 
Synagogue and Schools,’ was subscribed under a promise that it should so be applied, 
and, indeed, many sums were given expressly for schools. Having canvassed for 
donations, I am enabled to testify to this. Secondly, that the whole surplus income 
be applied to the liquidation of the 1872 loan, in compliance with the conditions 
upon which it was raised, vide the resolution of the 10th December, 1871. Being 
the framer of this resolution, I am competent to interpret the construction to be 
placed upon it was that £50 annually at least, and whatever more surplus income, 
all should be applied in payment of the loan, and I would further respectfully submit 
that if the congregation be willing to bear any additional taxation, that the sum so 


raised should in no otherwise be applied than for the like purpose when these condi- © 


tions of the trust are complied with. I shall have no hesitation in complying with 
the wishes of a numerical majority of the members of the congregation. In your 
report it appears that 26 voted on the question, out of 252 members: 20 for, 6 
against. Taking into consideration that 12 votes of the majority represented the 
_ Executive body, this, I venture to ebserve, should not. be accepted as the final deci- 
sion of the Congregation. With regard to your very considerate offer of proposing 
my name as one of the future trustees of the property, I can have no objection when 
the occasion arises but gratefully to consent thereto. The interest I feel at the 


present time for the welfare and progress of the North London Synagogue is the » 


same as heretofore, and will continue. In conclusion, I beg to convey to you that 
in withholding my consent to the transfer, I am actuated solely by a sense of

FRANKFORT V. WURZBURG. 


— 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] | 

Hi Welf! Hi Waiblingen! This is now the war cry between Wurzburg 
and Frankfort. Notwithstanding that the new law permits members of a con- 
gregation to resign their membership and discontinue contributing to the support 
of the congregation without necessarily renouncing Judaism—the ao Jewish 
citizens of Frankfort have not to any extent availed themselves of the privi-— 


lege (?) As the Frankfort Congregation is “ reform,” and a large proportion of 
its members are orthodox, it was naturally expected that these members would 


have seceded from the congregation. But they have not. So the orthox Rabbi 
Hirsch of the orthodox “ Religions-Gesellshaft”’ of Frankfort feels rather dis- 
appointed, if not positively angry: and takes care that his anger and disappoint- 
ment shall be widely known. The fulminations—couched, bye the bye, in ques- 
tionable grammar—were, however, of little avail. Men only smiled, and shrugged 
their shoulders. They naturally thought that if Rabbi Hirsch was disappointed, 
and allowed his disappointment to excite his anger to a red heat, it were, perhaps, 


_ after all, better to let the good Rabbi alone until his anger should cool down, 


and his mind again assume that sweet calm and serenity which so well become 
an orthodox rabbi who has the misfortune to live in these degenerate times. 
Now, there is no doubt that the views of the Frankfurters were right, being 


- founded on sound common sense, The anger of Rabbi Hirsch was natural, 


its exhibition evidently soothed him, and as it did no harm, why “nature might 


have been left to take its own course.” Two fussy individuals thought otherwise; 


and as it was plain that as no oae showed much concern at the fulminations of — 


Rabbi Hirsch, help must be sought for from elsewhere, if the recalcitrant 


orthodox members were to be brought to reason, they invited the Rabbi Bam- 
berger of Wurzburg to come to Frankfort to reinforce Rabbi Hirsch. But when 


the Rabbi came—like Balaam, instead of cursing he blessed! This is accounted 


for in this wise. There lives in Frankfort a great Talmudist, }‘2"§19 AWD D5, 
with whom Rabbi Bamberger consulted on the subject. Both Rabbis have a 
dislike against Rabbi Hirsch, and when Bamberger learns that to avoid rending 
the congregation in twain, the orthodox members are permitted by the reformers 
to observe all the orthodox customs to their heart’s content, he sides with the 
members against the Rabbi Hirsch. This declaration is even published in one 
of the I’rankfort journals with the Rabbi Bamberger’s signature attached. If 
Hirsch was angry before, he is now furious. No mercy must be shown to 
this force, who thus by a flank movement give strength to the enemies’ posi- 
tion. The musketry fire hitherto indulged in is now of but little use. The 
heavy artillery must be brought up. So an “Open Letter” is launched at the 
head of Bamberger, in which Hirsch accuses him of inconsistency in having 
declared in a letter (gutachten) to Rabbi Spitzer of Vienna that it is the duty of 
the Orthodox Jews to separate from the Reform Congregation there. Besides, 
Bamberger ought not to have uttered "ny when Hirsch had said OX. Again, 
Bamberger ought to have called upon Hirsch and have conferred with him ; he 
ought to have had “"s J07 enough to show full respect to Hirsch’s dignity of 
mxwn1. To this pamphlet Bamberger replies also in an “ Open Letter,” pointing 
out that while at Frankfort the Reformers express their willingness to respect 
the opinions and wishes of the orthodox members, at Vienna this was not so. 
Thereupon Hirsch sends a second “Open Letter,” refuting the views of Bain- 
berger, and teeming with quotations from and and he enlists the 
support of a layman, Herr Schwartzchild, who also thunders forth an “ Open 
Letter” against Bamberger. A lull has now come, for Bamberger sullenly 
declines to waste further powder and shot upon Hirsch. I should add that while 
the two champions of orthodoxy were having a set-to on their own account, the 
laymen in both the reform and orthodox camps were quietly doing their best to 
strengthen the threefold cords, uniting both sections of the community, rather 
than heeding the attempts made by over-zeatous—learned but unwise—men to 
widen the breach separating them, 


A Witt Case.—On Tuesday in the Cliancery Division, before Sir RQ. 
Malins, a curious question was tested in the cause Levy v. Solomon, which 
arose under the will of Mr. Samuel Solomon, of Covent-garden, owing to the 
difference between the Jewish and the English law as to children, born before 
the marriage of their parents. By his will Mr. Solomon left part of his property 
to the children of his son Charles. They were eight in number, three of them 
having been born before the marriage of their parents and five after. There 
were several provisoes in the will that the Leneficiaires under the will were only 
to take if they were of the Jewish persuasion and, if married, were married 
according to the Jewish ordinances.—Mr. Pearson, QC. (with whom was Mr. 
Woodroffe), on behalf of the three children born before the marriage of their 


parents, argued that the testator by his will clearly intended all the children to 


take. He had apppoved of the marriage of his son Charles, and had always 


treated his three eldest grandchildren as legitimate according to the laws and 


customs of the Jews. That law was the same as the laws of France and Scotland, 
viz., that children born out of wedlock were legitimatised by the subsequent 
marriage of their parents.—Mr. Higgins, Q.C., and Mr. Wilkinson ; Mr. Glasse, 
Q.C., Mr. Graham Hastings, Q.C., and Mr. Caldecot appeared for the several 
persons interested.—The Vice Chancellor said that the case was very clear. 
There was a gift to the chiidren of the testator’s son Charles. ‘Lhree of these, 
however, atcording to the law of England, were illegitimate. No case was to 
be found where a bequest to children as a class had been held to include illegiti- 


mate with legitimate children, The point was not arguable in the case of 


Christians in England. But here the testator was a Jew, and the father and 
In support of the legitimacy of the three 


children born previously to it. The reason of this law was to induce persons © 
living together to marry. This was decreed by the rabbis many centuries ago. 
He had no doubt that the testator did intend all the eight children of his son 
Charles to take under the will, as according to the Jewish law they were legiti- | 
mate. But he was administering English law, and the rule was that if there 
were or might be legitimates children to answer the description of the objects 


of the gift any illegitimate children were excluded. Here the testator was a | 


domiciled Englishman, and his will must be construed by English Jaw. There 
were five children to answer the description in the will. The remaining three, 
though legitimate according to their own law, must, according to the law of 
England, be regarded as illegitimate, and as such could not take any share under 
the gift in the will. |

of the Association. He also indignantly protested against the arrogant position - 
which the Board took up.

A discussion hereupon arose as to the construction which should be put 
upon the concluding portion of the letter from the Board. Mr. A. E. Sydney 


and other members pointed out that the Secretary of the Board simply wished 


to be informed of the action taken by the Association in the matter, and this view 
was accepted by the meeting. 


Mr. L. Scuioss, Mr. Benn Davis, Mr. A. Horrnuna and others expressed 


regret that the past history of the Board should again be raked up, as no possible — 


advantage was gained by these repeated recriminations. 
~The CHAIRMAN said that he earnestly hoped that some means would be 
found for bringing to a satisfactory conclusion the conference between the two 
bodies.

The annual distribution of prizes to the boys and girls attending the 
Da the Association for the Diffusion of 
Religious Knowledge, took place at the Jews’ Free School on Sabbath last. 
The Rev. Dr. Artom presided. There was a large muster of pupils (who 
number upwards of 600), and of their relatives and friends. 
_ After the distribution of prizes, the Rev. Dr. Arrom addressed the 
assemblage. He expressed his great gratification at having been invited 


to distribute the prizes that day, for though he took a great interest in 


all Jewish schools, a school which was solely devoted to religious 
instruction on the Sabbath was especially deserving of his sympathy 
and interest, since it was a duty on our part to devote a portion 
of the day of rest to the contemplation of the Creator and of His works. 
After addressing some words to the children and relating several anecdotes 
from the rabbinical writings, illustrative of the sharp wit and humour of the 
Jewish youth of old, the rev. gentleman earnestly dwelt on the necessity, during 
the present age of religious excitement, of giving boys and girls a thorough 


religious trainiag, forcibly pointing out the temptations by which the youth — 


of both sexes were surrounded for perverting them from their faith, and 
referring especially to the efforts of the conversionists in that neighbourhood, 
and to the. contact with non-Jews and non-Jewesses in the factory and work- 
room. He exhorted the children to remain steadfast to their religion, and in

ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION,—The Spectator reyiews at great length the last 
issued report of the Anglo-Jewish Association. After giving a succinct resune of

The 
Jews have no country of their own, and seem to regard with complete indifference 
the bare possibility that the issue of the present struggle in the East might secure 
to them the possession of their ancient territory. But they are nevertheless actively 
and unselfishly engaged in promoting among themselves the principle of union, 
believing that this union can be best effected by raising to a higher intellectual 
level their outcast brethren.

two words seem to us to describe those leading characteristics of the race which 


have made Jews and kept Jews what they are,—the prudence, which only under bad

[FIRST ARTICLE. ] 


Tue Inquirer has lately published an article in which the series “Judaism and 


very friendly spirit. But at the same time some remarks are made which show 
us that we have not treated the subject so fully as to leave no room to be 
misunderstood. Points which are not clear enough to a writer so well informed 
and so well disposed to do us justice as is the reviewer in our cotemporary, may 
be still more obscure to the general reader, not so well versed in those matters 
which constitute the borderland between Judaism and Christianity. In order 
to elucidate these points, and for the sake of completenéss, we deem it right to 
recur once more to the subject, and to follow, in the observations which we 
have to offer, the thread held out by our acute critic. 


At the very outset we will state that it is not easy for a Christian, however 
liberal-minded and however erudite, to regard religious topics in the light in which 
they present themselves to the Jew, to enter into his views and to appreciate the 
weight of his arguments, This arises from the difference in the method pursued in 
inculcating upon the mind of either theological notions and religious ideas in 


the tender years of infancy, when the memory is as yet a ¢abula rasa on which. 


characters are being engraved, and which are to remain indelible for ever. 
Efforts may be made in after life as in a palimpsest to scrape away the existing 
letters and to substitute others, or to write on it something quite new ; yet asbarp 
sighted eye will always be able to discover the original impress, which may be 
restored at any moment. The religious education of a Christian child begins 
by its learning the catechism, which affects to be the essence of the Bible 
extracted and condensed for the benefit of the youthful learner, and make it savory. 
It is naturally a commentary upon the Bible, forestalls the future judgment of the 
student, when he shall come to read it, shifts, bends, and warps his opinions in 
80 subtle and so imposing a manner, that he will most likely go through 
fe without feeling the inclination or usefulness of examining independently 
the teaching of his childhood, or is too over-awed by the authority of the 
teacher to trust his own judgment, even should it point in a different direction. 
When thus doctrinally saturated, he proceeds to the reading, and perhaps also 


to the exposition of the New Testament, which he, of course, now views in the 


light of the catechism, and a coloured medium is thus placed before his eyes, 


comes to read it.

_ If Judaism is the child transformed into the man Christianity or a sapling 
from which the full-grown tree was to spring in time then the difference 
between the two cannot be in kind, but can only be in degree, and can only 
consist in unfolding and development. Now is this really the case? If such 
were really the case, there must in both remain the sentiment of identity, which

preserves throughout life the consciousness in a rational being, that whatever 


the vicissitudes through which it passed, how many so ever the transformations — 


| which it bas undergone from the day when it toddled about in long clothes, at 


the very dawn of memory to the moment when this memory gets obscured by the 

dotage of old age,it has always remained the same. Now,we can honestly say that 

Judaism at present has no such consciousness of identity with Christianity ag 
childhood has with manhood. If such a consciousness ever existed—and we 
are not prepared to deny that in the early ages of Christianity such a sentiment 

did actually exist—it has faded away long ago. But then it may be argued 
that if Judaism has lost it so much the worse for it ; Christianity has retained. 
it. If so,it is a mere conceit, for the difference between the two is not one of mere 
development, but of absolute negation. There is not a principle with which 
Judaism set out on its spiritual career but Christianity has down-right con- 


_tradicted it, or has so nibbled at it, has so whittled it away, and replaced it by 


foreign matter, that hardly a particle of the original substance remained. All 

it did was to retain the frame wherein Judaism deposited its contents, but these 
themselves it overhauled, cast them away as so much lumb:r, and filléd it with 

other materials. It left the ark of the covenant intact, but removed the tables of 
the covenant from it. We do not stop toinquire whether what it substituted was 
intrinsically more valuable than what it cleared away or not. Possibly it has 
replaced paste by real jewels. But the fact remains that Christianity as it is 
now is not the outgrowth, the development of Judaism, but its complete 
negation. The deception is not noticed, simply because the box, or, if you 
prefer it, the casket, has remained the same. The substitution is not noticed, until 
the articles are closely examined one by one. Take, for instance, the belief in 
an only God. 


If there is a principle repeated over and over again, and most emphatically 
enjoined by Mosks,it is the strict Unity of Gop. 
any other dwelt upon by the prophets and psalmists more frequently inculcated 


by them upon the popular mind, and held up as the national palladium, to the 


disregard of which more than to any other all calamities that befel IsraEL are 
traced back, it is this principle. Yet it has been entirely effaced in the 


- consciousness of Christendom. The doctrine of a stiict unity has been replaced 
by the adoption of the belief in a plurality; and practically so far as the 


negation of the Jewish unity is concerned, it makes no difference whether this 
plurality is limited to a trinity or any other number. The moment the unity is 
extended it is no longer a development of the principle enunciated by Judaism, 
but its absolute negation. Itis true that there are some Christians who deny 


this plurality. But for these we do not write. They form a most insignificant 
| fraction of Christendom. We cannot take into account exceptions. We have ~ 


to take Christendom in its broad dimensions as it presents itself to the world in 


its creeds, formularies and articles of faith, and in all these it is pluralitarian, or — 


if this term should be objected to—trinitarian. | 
Take another principle fundamental in Judaism, If anything is clear in 
the Hebrew Scriptures it is that it was the will of Gop that nothing should 


intervene between Him and man, or at least IsracL. Their relation to each 


other was to be strictly that between a parent and his offspring. “ Ye are. 


| children. unto the Lord your God,” is the announcement made by Mosks 


to IsraEL. Him they were to approich with filial coutidence. To Him alone 


were they to address their prayers ; from Him alone were they to expect the 
fulfilment of their supplications or the forgiveness of their trespasses. This filial - 
relation Christianity has altogether destroyed. It placed between Gop and mana 


mediator. Ail direct approach to Gop, it teaches, is impossible. No prayer will 
be granted except offered, if not to, at least through this intermediate being. 
Surely this is not a development, but an absolute negation of Judaism. 


Take another. Man, we are taught in the Hebrew Scriptures, is endowed — 


with free will. He can of his own accord choose the good and shun the evil, or 
the reverse. He does not require for the practice of good any special help 
coming from without him, nor is he ever impelled to pursue an evil course by | 
But what is the teaching of Christianity in this 
respect? Without a spe*iil divine grace man is incapable of entering on the path 


of virtue, while SATAN is incessantly plotting azain:t weak man, seeking to 


entangle him in the meshes of sin, and but too often succeeding in his wicked 
designs. It is not our object to draw any conclusion from this teaching, and to 


_ show how cubversive it is of all ideas cf justice, of ;eward and punishment, and 


the insurmountable obstacles which it must throw in the way of those appointed 
to administer the 'aw and to proy ortionate chastisement to the offence committe d, 
since it is impossible to ascertain what share free-will and what sha'e the 


If there is a doctrine more than 
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deceits of SATAN had in, it. Suffice it for us to have shown that in this 


principle, too, Christianity is not the development but the negation of Judaism. 


The same antagonistic relation manifests itself also in every other principle 
of Judaism, in every Jewish doctrine of a minor degree, nay, even in the Ten 
Commandments, as could easily be shown, did space permit of our pursuing this 
subject any further. These few illustrations must suffice. | | 

Our critic further writes: “We entirely agree with our Jewish contem- 
porary when he alleges that Jesus affirmed the perpetuity of the Mosaic law ; 
but surely he had only to read the Sermon on the Mount to perceive, at a glance, 
that it was the moral and not the ceremonial law of which he spoke. That law 


he came not to destroy but to fulfil; all his comments upon it indicate that its — 


permanency lies in its spirituality, reached to the very thoughts and intents of 


the heart.” In this we cannot follow the reasonings of our contemporary. Who told — 


the critic that when Jrsvs affirmed the perpetuity of the Mosaic Law, he meant to — 
restrict the term to the Sermon on the Mount? We cannot but designate this as a 
gratuitous assumption. It is a mere ipse dixit. When Jesus in general and in 


the most emphatic language possible said that he had not come to destroy but 
to fulfil the law, that heaven and earth would pass away but not a tittle of the 
Law, we have to take the terms as we find them, embracing{all the writings of 


‘Moses as they were known to him by the term Law. It is for our critic to prove’ 


that Jesus understood by Law something different from what it conveyed 
to bis disciples, apostles, and in fact to Christendom at all times. Unless 
language has been given to deceive instead of instructing man, unless the critic 
is prepared to charge Jesus, if not with a downright falsehood, at least with an 
equivocation, he cannot maintain that Jesus used the term Law in a sense 
different from what it was understood by those whom he addressed. That 
Jesus never intended to abrogate any portion of the Law of Mosss is also the 
opinion of the author of “ Supernatural Religion,” who in vol. iii., beginning at 
page 125, discusses’ this subject and clearly proves that the opposite view is 
devoid of all foundation. | 
But suppose Jesus meant by the Law which he came to fulfil the morality 
taucht in the Sermon on the Mount, mentally discarding altogether the ceremonial 
portion of the Pentateuch, does our critic not see the grave charge which he 
thereby lays at the door of Christendem, a charge so grave indeed that those 
who have incurred ic must forfeit all claim to be called the followers of Jesus? 
If it is the Sermon on the Mount the perpetuity of which Jesus affirmed, how is 
it that there does not exist, and that in fact there never existed, any Christian 
people which made this Sermon its code of laws in the sense in which the Jews 
received the Pentateuch, and the Mahometan the Koran? We will not stop to 
inquire what would become of any population that should make this Sermon its 
code of laws. We simply argue that if Jesus is believed to be Gop, or at least 
a messenger sent by Gop, and he declared that the Sermon on the Mount was 
binding in perpetuity on thoge who accept his mission, Christendom goes by a 
false name, in fact sails under false colours, since it practically declined accept- 
ing the code of laws sent to it from on high, whatever its theoretical profession, 
whatever the admiration entertained for its spirituality, and however deep it 


-may reach down to the very thoughts and intents of man. A code of laws 


may epiritualise the heart; but its chief object is to be observed and judicially 
administered, not in conformity with personal interpretation, taste, inclination and 
convenience, but in accordance with distinct rules clearly laid down for universal 
practice. |

hatched in the New York Jewish community, and led by Dr. Felix Adler.” ., , 
“ Nothing escapes the keen blade of his dissecting knife, and when he has passed 
through the alembic of his corroding mind the ultimate constituents of the 
organs cut up by him, there absolutely remains nothing. Soul, immortality, 
and perhaps even morality, absolutely evaporate.”* Yet this same gentleman 
writes thus in a contribution bearing his name to the last number of the North 
American Review: “The ordinances of the Jewish sages are all ostensibly — 
deduced from the words of the sacred Law. Without such sanction no enact- 
ment of any later law-giver, however salutary in itself, could aspire to general 
recognition. The civil and criminal law, the principles of science, sanitary and 
police regulations, even the rules of courtesy and decorum are alike rested on 


Scriptural authority.”+ While in the authorised code or creed of his society he 


declares that ‘“‘The forms of dogmatic belief, as currently taught, have ceased 
to satisfy our highest needs.”t Now what higher need have we than civil and 


criminal law, science, sanitary and police rézulations, courtesy and decorum, 


which he confesses rest upon Scriptural authority ? Truly he is a bubble. 
Truly, as you say, we are in chaotic state: tohn and bohu. “ Tohn’—there is 
«“ confusion, ” but “ bohu,” “there is something in it,” as we shall see directly. 

Our present condition is due to the mixtare of the sensational novelty trait 
of Americans with the free thought of Germans, who form the greater part of 
our community. Hence our peculiar institutions, such as synagogues with bare- 
headed worshippers, or men and women sitting together, or male and female 
(Christian or not) singers, or with bareheaded and unroked minister, or with 
music of “ Trovatore ” and “ Merry Wives of Windsor,” as actually was heard | 
in a Sunday School exhibition in the synagogue of acertain Reform cengregation 
here six weeks or so ago, whose minister—hear it ve bubbles !—when preaching 
about the Hilton-Seligmann scandal, animadverted upon such Jews who “ may 
pretend to have discarded ancestral faith and practice, and to have become too 


enlightened to yield obedience to its restrictions.’’§ 


But Christianity, believe me, plays some pretty pranks also. In the L/erald 
of the 8th inst., we find, “ Free religionism reaches its culmination in the person 
of Mr. Octavius B. Frothingham ” (one of the most prominent preachers here). 
‘At least we do not well see what more is left for it after some of his recent 
uttersnces. In a paper read before the Free Religious Association in Boston, he . 
describes Jesus as a mere myth, and says, none of his disciples knew much about 
him. The accounts forbid anything like a consistent character to be drawn of 
him. They are hopeless, contradictory and confused. M. Reaan, with all his 
endeavours, has failed to make out anything like a true life. Jesus, 
according to Mr. Frothingham, may be dismissed as one of the pleasing illusions 
of the past.” | 

As free religion has taken such a hold upon all Americans, Jews as well, the 
question is how can it be remedied? If there had been a proper supply of 
Orthodox ministers to the States, many of the congregations here would have 
remained Orthodox. If London, the centre of intelligent orthodoxy, fails with 
its Jew’ College and Free School to send out proper ministers, who'is to help us? 

The credit of the competitive Examinations in Hebrew is, I under- 
stand, due to Mr. Meyer 8S. Isaacs, President of the Board of Delegates. 
With a public-spirited President of that sort, the Board should do some good, 
but it would do infinitely more good if connected more closely with the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. The Jews of the English speaking raves should be united, 
for this would give a little of that solidity and consistency we need so much. 

You observe that the disease of American Judaism may work its own cure. 
I hope so, but many are dying of the disease meantime. I wish some wiser head 
than mine would find out the remedy, and I think you might aid us in England, 
for surely Judaism is dear to you wherever it is. Reform was presumably 
instituted to mould Judaism, so as to meet the new requirements of the new 
order of things. But despite all the reform we neither respect ourselves more 
than our fathers in their generation, nor do our Christian neighbours : nor are 
the reformers better or more moral than the orthodox. How then, and in what, 
has reform been successful? And who will help us? Surely not the dthicul- 
turists or ‘‘blue-glass reformers.” | | | 

Yes, Sir, uniil we have ministers educated in America, we must bave 
ministers educated in the other English-speaking nation—old England itself. 
You educate the Aleppos, Mogadors, Safets, &c., but believe me I know some 
more places where you might do some good. Here we have been getting more | 
and more like the Christians, Now we are going to imitate the seeming nihilist 
Christian (?) Mr. Frothingham; we have already reached the first syllable of 


his name, and there we stop. |

Jehudah Halevi is, undoubtedly, one of the most reaplendent stars glittering 


‘jn the horizon of Hebrew poetry of all ages. But our Jehudah was not only a 
great poet, but also a profound philosopher. In this latter capacity he was made 


known to the civilised world by the translators of his “ Kusari,” a work devoted 
to prove the truth of Judaism, its superiority over all other religions, the wisdom 


of its enactments, the excellency of the Hebrew language, and the distinctions © 
conferred by Providence on Israel. This work, originally composed in Arabic 


and thence translated by an Ibben Tibbon into Hebrew, and from this tongue by 
Buxtorf into Latin, afterwards into Spanish by Menasseh ben Israel, and in our 
day by Dr. Cassel into German, has established the reputation of the author as 
one of the ablest defenders of the ancestral religion. Still, he is best known, 
and most esteemed by posterity, as the gifted author of numerous most exqui- 
site poetical compositions introduced into the literary world by such masterly 
translators as Zunz, Sachs, and Geiger, and heralded forth to circles far beyond 
Jewish appreciators by the genius of Heinrich Heine. Indeed the latter, despite 
the difference of style, subjects treated, temperament and feeling, has yet some- 
thing akin to the Hebrew poet which enabled him to penetrate deeper into the 
mind of Jehudah than any other critic, sound his depths, and catch up the echo 
of the accents as woeful as tender, full of a holy yearning which nothing 
earthly could satisfy, resounding from the exquisitely strung soul of Halevi. | 


_ We are indebted for this masterly essay to the custom prevailing at the 
Breslau Rabbinical Seminary for the candidates, in leaving their alma mater, to 


deliver an address on some subject of their choosing connezted with Hebrew 
literature. 
in January last and published, as-we are informed in the preface, at the request 
of many persons who wished to know more about Jehudah Halevi than had as yet 
transpired into publicity. ‘ Nations,” said the essayist, ‘are characterised by 
the highest representatives of their genius, because in their leading traits they are, 


as it were, its incarnation, reflecting everything that is beautiful and great in them. 


If,in this respect, France points to Voltaire as though a condensed expression of 
the popular mind ; if, for the same reason, the Germans are called the people of 
Lessing ; with the same right Judaism, of the middle ages, can boast, I have 
given birth to Jehudah Halevi. If all the woes and all the longings, if all the 
tenderness and trustfulness of everything stirring the soul of the Jewish people 
with its nameless sufferings, had filled and comforted it—if all these matters 
had assumed a tangible shape, nothing purer and nothing more sublime could 
have come forth than this stately figure, which I do not hesitate to designate as 
the most gifted and profoundest mind of the Jewish middle ages. Let Gabirol 
overtop him in philosophical force, towering up heavenwards; let Musa 
Maimuni cast him into the shadow by the wide sweep of his knowledge and 
acuteness of reasoning, yet Jehudah Halevi is the only person who has been 
able to transform into thought what they felt, and to have lived in their 
thought incomparable in fulness of new points of view, unreached in the height 
of his ideas and in enrapturing potency.” 

Jehudah Halevi, we are informed, was a native of Toledo, and was born in 
the last quarter of the eleventh century, the exact date not yet having been 
ascertained. It was a prosperous period for the Jews when Arabs and Christians 
alike esteemed them, and availed themselves of their services. Early in life his 
practical genius showed itself. Although he did not disdain to write secular 
pieces, yet his devout mind delighted inthe composition of hymns and in sacred 
songs in general. Three hundred religious pieces have been proved to be his; 
yet many of his productions have not yet seen the daylight. His divan still 
lies in manuscript in the Bodleian. But enough has been published in the 
original or rendered into German to enthrall all those capable of sympathising 
with the poet’s glowing devotion, burning love to his God, His law and people ; 
the profound yearning consuming him, and the exalted aspirations fillinz his 
soul. O, how we long to see at least some of those noble compusitions rendered 
into our language. O, that some of the gifted among us of the younger 
generation, whose lips have been touched by the burning coal of the seraph, 
might turn their attention to Jehudah Halevi’s poetry and endow us with a 
retlection thereof. The masterly renderings cf some portions into German 
miglt serve them as prototypes. Yes, Heine was right when he sang of him: 

Ja, er ward ein grosser Dichter, 7 

Stern und Fackel seiner Zcit, 

Seines Volkes Licht und Leuchte, 

Kine wunderbare, grosse .

Devoured by his longing to see that Zion which he sang with such pathos, 
he in his old age set out for the Holy Land. It is not known whether he lived 
long enongh to tread its hallowed sui]. Neither the place nor the year of his 
decease has as yet been ascertained. But his memory will live for ever in the 
annals of Israel, whom he glorified and upon whom he shed an imperishable 


lustre, and Dr. Kaufmann has the merit of having brought before our mind more 


vividly than any other biographer of this genius the luminous traits which 
characterised this great thinker and glowing poet.

Season,” we were compelled to suspend the publication of these articles. The 
first article was merely prefatory and but loosely connected with the following. © 


The wind of persecution blew upon the Jews from all points of Christen- 


dom. We know what was the condition of this unfortunate nation in the 


different states of Europe during the Middle Ages. Covered by a legal mantle 


of ignominy, and separated from the other classes of the population by injurious — 


decrees and by outward signs which proclaimed the infamy of a whole race, 
condemned to the scourge and to corporal violence, they purchased everywhere 
the right to live at the cost of intolerable sacrifices. The masses were excited 


against them by absurd and perfidious inventions. People spcke vaguely of 
Interest and superstition © 


children carried off and massacred by the Jews. 
conspired together against these unhappy exiles. Following closely every 
commotion provoked by fanatical fury, confiscation, pillage and spoliation in all 


forms, invariably wound up every act of this long and bloody tragedy. LEvery- 


thing was allowed against the cursed nation. Spain could not escape the 
influcnce of its religious and interested hatred. The 2nd of January, 1492, had 
seen the Crescent disappear from the Iberian Peninsula. Infatuated. by their 


presence of men who did not profess the Catholic religion. This news broke 
forth like a clap of thunder, and carried consternation among the Jews. One 
hundred and sixty thousand families settled in the country from time immemorial 


were about to be banished by fanatical zeal and insatiable avarice from a land | 


in which were the graves of their ancestors. The Jews offered the king a con- 
tiderable sum to prevent the execution of this cruel measure. The king hesitated ; 


but Torquemada interfered, and defiantly asked his Catholic Majesty if he wished 


to follow the example of Judas Ischariot, who had betrayed Christ for money. 
jhe decree of Ferdinand and Isabella ordering the expulsion of the Jews was 
tigned in one of the halls of the Alhambra on 30th March, 1492. The 
Jews were the only subjects of the realm who possessed considerable fortunes. 
They were allowed to sell their properties ; but this condescension was a mere 
derision. -A house was exchanged for an ass, a vineyard was given for a cloak. 
The day of the great dispersion arrived ; on that day eight hundred thousand 
persons, came together from all provinces, women, children, old men and sick 


took the road of the second exile, ‘and God leading us,” said one of them, “we | 


departed.” The rich paid the expense of the poor with ready charity. Thanks 
to their assistance, very few of the most necessitous embraced Christianity. On 
foot, on horses, on asses or in carts these unbappy ones were seen—a sad and 
touching sight—to wander towards the sea on the frontier. The rabbis 
encouraged them, they made the women and children sing, they caused the flute 


and tambourine to be played to keep up the failing spirit of the multitude. The 


mass was composed of workmen who earned their livelihood honourably in 
various trades ; long practice, joined with a graceful intellect, rendered them 
very superior to the labouring classes of the’ Christian population. A blind 
policy was thus depriving Spain of the arm that had raised its industries to a 
flourishing condition, of men of science and talent, who had spread enlighten- 
ment in the midst of a time of ignorance. The practice of medicine being 
almost entirely in the hands of the Jews, the Christian population found itself 
all at once deprived of the benefits of this art. The factories of the Peninsula 
received a mortal blow. Academies, schools, and Jearned societies were 
destroyed. The decree forbade the Jews to take away gold or silver ; but they 
carried off secretly large sums under the saddles of their horses. 

Considerable as was the sum of material wealth thus carried away, it was 
surpassed by the moral advantages which departed with this industrious and 
enlightened population. M. Da Costa observes with reason that if the Jews of 


that time had not had their eyes fixed upon Jerusalem as upon their only true 


fatherland, they would have been strong enough to overturn the Spanish 
government. Driven from Spain, the Jews embarked at all points of the 
peninsula for Italy, Morocco, Turkey, and the coasts of the Levant. A fleet of 
twenty sail bore many of these wandering families into Algeria, into the town 
of Oran, where their descendants are still found; but the greatest number 
directed their steps towards Portugal, which held out to them a climate 
resembling that of Spain, almost the same language and a certain conformity of 
ranners. For some centuries the Jews had been enjoying in the ancient 
Lusitania the right of asylum. Some of them had raised themselves in the 
midst of the blessings of peace to a pretty high social position. They had 
rendered the country services in spreading the first notions of philosophy, botany, 
medicine and cosmography; they had introduced the study of the sacred tongue; 


they had helped the Portuguese in the discovery of the East Indies. 


Notwithstanding there claims on public gratitude, the King of Portugal - 


did sot consent to receive them except on very hard conditions. They were to 


pay @ certain sum of money per head, in return for which they would be allowed | 


to remain in the country for eight months; on the expiration of this term, the 
king engaged to furnish them with vessels to take them, at their expense, to 
any point it might please them to designate. Those who should not have left 


at the time fixed were to remain as slaves. The captains charged with trans- 
_ porting the Jews spared them not, but committed upon them all sorts of brutal 


insults. Some of the captains outraged their wives and daughters, so that on 
leaving Spain their misery was only beginving. The Castilian Jews, who, by 


_ reason of their poverty or other cause, had not left thé soi! of Portugal on the 


fixed day, were seized and kept as slaves. The king took their children from 
them and had them baptised. Being desirous to people some néwly discovered 
lands on the coast of Arrica, especially the island of St. Thomas, he sent thither 


these children in the hope that, isolated from the influence of their parents and 


married later on to the inhabitantsof theisland, they would become good Christians. 
he accession of Emmanuel to the throne of Portugal, in 1495, seemed to 


Improve the condition ef the Spanish Jews; the new king ‘set free those whom 


his predecessor had condemned to slavery. The hopes which the Hebrews had 
founded on the new reign were unhappily of short duration. A question of 
marriage and che influence of Spain suddenly changed the politics of Eminanuel 
In December, 1496, a decree ordered all Jews and all Moors who refused to 
embrace the Christian faith to quit the country. This measure affected not 
only the Spanish Jews, but also the Jewish families who had been liviog on the 
evil of Lusitania from time immemorial. A day was fixed for the departure ; 
after that day all the Jews remaining in Portugal were to lose their liberty. A 
delay of three montbs was granted to the proscribed. The three months were 
passed, the time of the execution of the edict had come, and the Jews were

Such a decree could not be executed 
without giving rise to heart-rending scenes. In a fit of rage and despair parents 


-were seen to kill their children by casting them into wells and then destro 


themselves. The fate of Spain and Portugal has much changed since that 


epoch; these most powerful states under the sun have seen their fleets, their 
commerce, and their political influence crumble away. Most of the Castilian © 


and Portuguese historians attribute their decay to the expulsion of the Jews, 
“In depriving themselves,” say they, “of the co-operation of useful and 


industrious subjects, Spain and Portugal have condemned themselves to the 


loss of the rich harvest which their discoveries in the two hemispheres were to 


In matters of history I do not believe in absolute theories: if the facts — 


seem simple and the causes are complex; but it is impossible to deny that tho 
expulsion of the Jews has been a moral loss to the two countries, and conee- 
quently a cause of weakening them, The young prince who now reigns over 
Portugal has himself seemed to acknowledge this in a memorable circumstance, 
Finding himself in 1854 in Amsterdam, he went to the Portuguese Synagogue ; 


there he expressed regrets too late, and condemned in veiled terms the impolitic — 


conduct of his predecessors, who, in an ignorant and fanatical age, had willingly 


cut off from his states one of the springs of public happiness. The migrating 
Jews who embarked for different countries experienced on the way the most 
odious treatment. Some vessels were so heavily laden that they sank at sea 


and their passengers were drowned. Others were wrecked on desert coasts, 


where the unhappy exiles died of cold and hunger. One captain amused — 


himself by casting a portion of his passengers cn an island where they were 


devoured by wild beasts. How is it possible not to take an interest in the 
fate of a race whose history is one continuous martyrdom? The Jewish people 


were then the personification of violated right, of ignored and outraged liberty 
of conscience. What is most astonishing in modern Jews is the unshakeablo 
constancy in their religious faith in the midst of such cruel trials. Their firm 
attachment to the Law of Moses under the rod of persecution, forms a striking 


contrast with the frequent apostacy of the ancient Jews living under the 


government of their kings or judges. Stripped wanderers upon every sea and in 
every land, their faith struck deep root by their very sufferings. In this is 


perhaps to be found, partly at least, an answer tothe question which M. da Costa 


asks in his book on Israel. ‘‘ How is it,” he asks, ‘that my people continues to bo 
a nation after having lost all elements necessary for national existence?” The 
‘“witnesses’’ of the unity of God in ancient times, this people maintained itself 
in the middle ages supported by a dogma and by the hatred which the human 
race had sworn it. The Spanish and Portuguese Jews had carried with them on 
leaving the peninsula their enlightenment and their industry. In Italy they 
possessed themselves of the printing press, then but just born, and contributed to 
the reform movement by spreading their knowledge of Hebrew in those 
magnificent editions of the Bible in sacred characters, which have remained to 
this day monuments of typography. Others sought their resources in commerce. 


Originally the Hebrews were by no means a commercial people ; they were 
pastoral. Israel lived under tents. The transformation of the Jews into a 
commercial people is one of the most remarkable examples of the changes which 
circumstances may bring about in the inclinations of a race. It is ouly since 
their expulsion from Palestine by the Romans that the Hebrews have taken to 
trading. Various causes have contributed to impresss them with this new 
character, which has in time become more or less indelible. Declared almost 


everywhere incapable of owning land, the modern Jews could not devote them-. 


selves to agriculture. -Living under the pressure of decrees, or, rather, under 
the caprice of absolute rulers, depriving them of the security which is the 
foundation of durable establishments, they could not very well take to trades. 
The only way open to them was commerce. Business was at the time despised 
by most European nations ;: hence it was left to the Jews. When we reflect on 


it we cannot help recegnising the injustice and absurdity of this disdain. Com- 


merce brings about not only an exchange of products, but also an exchange of 
ideas: it is the bond by which the unity of the human race has, up to a certain 
point, become established in modern times. In the history of nations tho 
development of commerce is associated with the development of the arts, the 
sciences and navigation. In this respect the modern Jews have been the 
instruments of the moral and material progress of the nations of Europe. At a 
period when the system of international intercourse was slender, the Jewish 
merchant accomplished a historic mission. Driven from France under Philippe 
le Long in 1318, the Jews took refuge in Lombardy. There they furnished 
business men with letters of credit, drawn upon those whom they had 
entrusted with their wealth : these drafts were paid. 
of letters of exchange,” says D’Alembert, “‘came out of the bosom of despair. 


Thanks to this economical mechanism, commerce could escape violence, and — 


maintain itself throughout the world.” 


‘The Jews, it is true, are accused of having abused their industry and 
draining the Christian populations in the Middle Ages M. da Costa assigns 
to the interested conduct of the modern Jews various causes, of which two 
deserve being pondered upon ; the contempt of the noble classes fer all affairs 
of finance, a contempt which naturally threw all bank operations into the han's 


_ of the Jews, and the degrading position inflicted on these pariahs of the West, 
which gave them a right to consider themselves as strangers and to treat the — 


Christians as their enemies. ‘‘Commerce,” says he, ‘in the situation in which 


the Jews of that time found themselves, could not but assume the sordid form 


of traflic, and financial speculations had necessarily to degenerate into usury.” 


— The leprosy of usury was, indeed, the moral sore which had succeeded to the © 


ancient disease of the race. ‘‘ The enormous rate of interest charged by the Jews 
of the Middle Ages,’ adds the historian, “ could not be defended. ‘Their exclu- 
sion from ail public offices and from honorable careers, their lives constantly 


-menaced, their possessions and means of subsistence without defence against 4 
injustice and oppression, all this explains how it was that the Jews employed,  — ™ 
without scruple, the only weapon left in their hands. Should we, then, be surprised : 

if they met violence with artifice and cunning; if they sought to oppose to the 

law of the stronger the devices and depths of intrigues; if, in a word, they _ 


parried the strength of iron by the strength of gold ?” Moreover, the abuse can- 
not do away with the very :naterial services which the Jews have rendered to the 
theory and practice of business. In the feudal ages, commerce fashioned itself 
after military institutions, loans on interest degenerated into extortion ; but we 
mast not forget, that under this reprehensible form, the Jewish financiers at least 
opened the great artery of economic circulation—credit. ©
